40 Escape in Lifeboats 
As Blast Wrecks Ship 


HONOLULU, T. H., March 24.—(UP)—A radio message from the 


Panamanian line freighter, Fijian, today said there was a terrific 
explosion in the forward hold of the vessel and that Capt. Alfred 
Parker and the crew of 40 were forced to abandon ship and take 
to the lifeboats. 


The message was intercepted by the U. S. coast guard cutter 


Shoshone in mid-Pacific. It said some of .the members of the crew 
were injured but gave no de- 
tails. 


Position of the Fijian was given 


as five miles from Arutura island, 
about 1,000 miles from the Sho- 
shone. Itowas assumed the Fijian 
crew would head for the island in 
the lifeboats. 


Most of the Fijian crew were re- 


ported to be orientals. The freight- 
er left San Francisco March 2 for 
the South Sea Islands and Mel- 
bourne.

OVERTON, Tex., March 24 — 


(UP) — Two safety measures were 
recommended today by Sen. Joe 
Hill as safeguards against future 
disaster like the explosion 
last 


week at the New London school — 
the use of malodorous gas in fuel 
lines and regular Inspection of pub- 
lic buildings. 


Sen. Hill is chairman of a legi- 


ilative committee that was sent to 
in%'estigate the situation at New 
London, 


He suggested that the legisla- 


ture adopt a building code to at- 
tain the best results. 


The malodorous gas, known as 


"skunk gas" in the oil fields, is 
used commercially In some sec- 
tions so that leaks may be detect- 
ed immediately. 


An accumulation of natural g3.s 


in the basement of the school 
building, probably from a leak in 
the heating system, was blamed 
for the explosion that killed 426 
children and teachers. 


At Board Sessions 


Sen. Hill attended sessions of a 


military board of inquiry which 
examined many school 
officials 


and survivors of the explosion to 
determine the cause. 


"There is no implication that 


everyone connected with the New 
London school did not act in good 
faith," Sen. Hill said. "The only 
thing- that could have been im- 
proved was the venting of the 
individual heating unit." 


The school had no central heat- 


ing plant. Gas lines ran directly 
to the 72 radiators. 


Sen. Hill favored a law creating 


some government agency to in- 
spect all schools, churches 
and 


other public buildings for safety 
regulations. 


His committee, aw.aited a trans- 


cript of the evidence taken by the 
military board before it reports 
to the legislature.

COLUMBUS, March 24—(UP) 


—Enactment of a proposal in Con- 
gress providing for the construc- 
tion of a transcontinental "super- 
highway system" passing through 
Ohio was urged in a resolution 
pending before the Ohio senate to- 
day. 


The resolution, introduced by 


Senators Abe Laird, D., Tuscar- 
was ancl W. F. Garver, D., Holmes, 
would memorialize 
Congress 
to 


adopt the proposal on the grounds 
it would give work to millions of 
Jobless, provide safe, economical 
transportation and result in a val- 
uable national-defense system for 
the movement of troops and sup- 
plies in time of war. 


The plan contemplates an east- 


west superhighway beginning near 
Boston, passing 
through 
points 


north of New York city and south 
of Cleveland and terminating at 
San Francisco. 


Three 
subsidiary 
north-south 


highways also would be construc- 
ted, one beginning near Now York 
City and extending along the At- 
lantic Seaboard to Miami; another 
starting near Cleveland and ex- 
tending to northern Florida to con- 
nect with the Atla.ntic Coast high- 
way and a third starting near Du- 
luth, Minnesota, stretching south 
to Laredo, Texas, and connecting 
there with the Pan-American high- 
way. 


The highways would be privately 


built under government supervis- 
ion and financed by "superhigh- 
way bonds".

DAVEY APPROVES 
ACT TO PENALIZE 
STATE 
COUNTIES 


COLUMBUS, March 24 —(UP) 


Governor Davey today had given 
his approval to two recent legisla- 
tive enactments. 


He yesterday signed the Davis 


bill, permitting the state to with- 
hold sales tax distributions from 
counties, beginning in 1938, unless 
they pay the amounts owed -«the 
state for care of wards in state 
institutions, or arranged to pay 
such debts in 10 annual install- 
ments. 


The governor also signed a bill 


authorizing boards of education to 
borrow money in anticipation of 
the distribution of public school 
fund money.

There 
are clinics for the examination and 
treatment of such cases and there 
are special therapeutic swimming 
pools such as the public swimming 
pool at Dayton where victims of 
infantile paralysis are given spe- 
cial treatments and baths under 
trained supervision. 
Various fa- 


cilities are provided in many com- 
munities. Federal and state and 
ocal agencies are cooperating in 
the drive to Improve the lot and 
the outlook of the disabled child.

Now that spring is here, however, 
you can plan for baths a little more 
frequently, even with my approval. 


There are several kinds of baths, 


and they do much more than 
achieve mere cleanliness. The an- 
cient Roman and the modern Jap- 
anese spent a good deal of time in 
a steaming hot bath, especially be- 
fore the evening meal. They made 
a social event of it, and bathed with 
their friends and discussed the top- 
ics of the day. A bath is a stimu- 
lant and circulatory tonic, as well 
as a tonic to the skin and nervous 
system. 


The morning bath is for a hectic 


day ahead. 
We should take the 


kind of a morning balli that re- 
moves every ounce of sluggishness. 
For this reason, and also because 
few of us can dally in the morning, 


the bath should be a quick one, us- 
ing moderately hot water BO that 
the soap will lather generoualy. 
Follow the washing with a fast, 
cool splash and dry briskly. Your 
circulation will be speeded up, your 
body will tingle, and you will be 
ready to face the dajr's problems 
with vigor. 


Cold Bath for Strong 


A cold bath IB all right for the 


fellow who intends to spend the 
rest of the day boasting about It. 
If a cold bath does not produce a 
glowing sensation of well being, 
you had better leave It alone. 


The pre-dlnner bath, which is on« 


of the best of all, should be hot. 
Not a shower, but tub. Slow lath- 
ering and a long soaking period of 
rest until the body is relaxed, as 
well as clean—this should be the 
ritual for the weary. There are 
very few things that a hot bath 
won't cure. 


This rest bath should be as un- 


hurried as possible, especially If 
nervoua fatigue is to be overcome. 
If there Is time to lie down for a 
half-hour before dressing for din- 
ner, it will be much more effective. 


The bedtime bath should be 


neither hot nor cold; either extreme 
is likely to be weakening rather 
than soothing. The water should 
bo about skin temperature or a lit- 
tle warmer. A tub bath Is better 
than a shower at bed time. Re- 
move the accumulation of grime, 
oil and perspiration, dead cells and 
bacteria on your skin, but do not 
take a strenuous rub-down after 
such a bath. Blot up the moisture 
in a leisurely fashion, and so to bed 
between clean sheets.

If the four adversely held 
trumps were evenly divided I was 
certain of game, by having dummy 
ruff one heart, so that defenders 
would win only one trick in trumps, 
one in hearts and one in diamonds. 


Dummy's 10 of hearts was led. 


East's J was allowed to hold the 
trick. I ruffed a return lead of dia- 
monds; after giving east one trick 
ir. that suit. At the seventh trJck 
my J of spades was led, and lost to 
East's Q. 
His K of hearts was 


taken with my Ace. Dummy ruffed 
my last heart. Opponents had won 
the three tricks which I could 
spare and still go game. I led the 
Ace of spades.

Dancing and chanting to the bar- 
baric rhythm of their forefathers, 
masked Yaqui Indians on the hot 
deserts of Arizona and Sonora, 
Mexico, are weaving- through the 
most fantastic Passion Play in the 
world. 
• This Easter marks the 400th an- 
niversary for the tribesmen of a 
Calvary spectacle that is older by 
almost a century- than that of Ober- 
ammergau, Germany. 


Ever since the first Spanish 


padres trekked through northern 
Mexico, four centuries ago, and told 
the warring 
Yaquis about the 


crucifixion, the Indians have been 
acting out the Jerusalem story 
amid a colorful conglomeration of 
primitive rites. 


Daily Episodes 


While bronzed youths pound the 


tom-toms and women wail hour 
after hour, the Passion 
Play is 


acted out in episodes that are 
given from day to day during the 
season of Lent, climaxing in a 
weird marathon dance that goes 
on for days and nights until Easter 
morning breaks. 


Judas wears a mask that looks 


like a papiermache head from the 
Riviera carnival. Peter is grim and 
in tattered overall trousers. 
The 


Roman soldiers carry mesquite 
swords that have 
been 
crudely 


carved. 
Even the Cristo goes to 


Calvary in modem shirt and trou- 
sers. 
The Yaqui cares little for 


historical accuracy in dress. 


And old Judea most certainly 


never saw the half-naked dancers, 
covered with herb paints and wear- 
ing deer heads, who shriek and 
howl as they accompany the Cristo 
to the cross. 


Christ's betrayal in Gethsemane 


is re-enacted in a little plot of vir- 
gin 
desert, 
the thorny 
cactus 


plants, being 
embellished 
with 


green branches from the cotton- 
wood trees. 
The Yaqui Cristo 


bears a heavy mesquitt cross along 
the Via Crucis, the Way of the 
Cross, but unlike 
most 
Passion 


players in the same role, he pre- 
fers to substitute a figurine when 
Calvary is reached, and so he does 
not hang from the cross. 


Ancient Battles 


The Pascolcros, the dancers of 


right, and the Matachinas, 
the 


dancers of wickedness, fight with 
their sw.mis as 
the procession 


moves {ilnn^. 
Long before 
the 


Spaniards over came through their 
country, those dancers were batt- 
ling oarh othf-r 
in pagan 
spec- 


tacles. 


As .soon a.s the figurine is placed 


in a desert tomb on Holy Friday, 
the Pascoleras begin their famous 
Dance of the Resurrection, which 
lasts 
continuously 
until Easter 


dawn. 


Saturday is a day of hilarity. An 


effigy of Judas is placed on a bur- 
ro and paraded in derision before 
the crowds. 
Angry mobs finally 


descend on it. touch off firecrackers 
and gunpowder concealed in the 
stuffing, and blow Judas to bits. 
The Yaquis decided long ago that 
suet a chapter sh-mld be added to 
{he Biblical chronicle.

lages flares hiqh as each tribe tries 
to outdo the other in the elegance 
of the Easter p!;!y.

Italy's numerous world speed rec- 
ords and by such flights as Mar- 
shal Italo Balbo's to Italy and to 
Chicago, the latter with 24 planes 
in formation. 


Italy has 25 schools training 1,- 


500 pilots and 4,500 mechanics. 
Fourteen air fields under construc- 
tion bring the total to 130, plus 25 
seaplanes bases. 


Factories working 24 hours a 


day concentrated principally on 
high-speed 
fighting planes 
and 


high-speed bombers. 


Italy is better able than most 


nations 
to concentrate her air 


forces wherever 
they are most 


needed because of her closeness 
to Libya, her north African colony, 
and to the Dodecanese islands off 
the coast of Asia minor. 


Her greatest military disadvan- 


tage is the lack of primary raw 
materials necessary in war time. 
Italy produces only two percent 
of petroleum requirements, 3.2 per 
cent of coal and 37 per cent of 
iron and steel. 
To offset it, she 


has piled up a year and a half's 
reserve of coal and half a year of 
gasoline. 


Mussolini is rapidly electrifying 


the railroads to lessen the coal re- 
quirements. Now one-fifth of the 
railroads are electrified, using the 
immense water-power resources of 
the Alps. 


By extraordinary efforts, Mus-

Italy 
nearly 
self-sufficient

wheat, the mainstay food during 
normal years.
